Astronaut Killed in 
Houston Car Crash

naut Edward G. Givens Jr., a 
pilot who felt he was at the pin- 
nacle of his profession, died ear- 
ly today when his compact car 
crashed off a road just a few 
miles from the Manned Space 
Center. 


Astronaut Givens 


Givens. 37, an Air Force ma- 


jor and father of three, was 
dead on arrival at a Houston 
Hospital shortly after midnight. 
His death was the seventh in 
America's elite astronaut corps 
in less than three years. 


Spokesmen said the accident 


had occurred near Pearland, 
Tex., a small town south of 
Houston. Police said Givens 
1964 model foreign compact had 
left the road on a sharp turn 
and slammed into a ditch. 


"I don't think they knew it

Israel 
admitted losing 19 planes, while 
the Arab commands claimed 183 
were shot down. 


An indication of Israel's air

It said there was "a huge um- 
brella of Israeli aircraft over 
the whole Jordanian front." 


In addition to striking deep 


into the northern Sinai Desert, 
the Israeli army announced the 
virtual occupation of the Gaza 
Strip on the Mediterranean with 
the capture of the city of Gaza, 
Egyptian administrative head- 
quarters. 


Asks Surrender 


The strip had been bypassed 


by Israeli forces striking south 
and west, and Radio Israel 
called on the strip's residents to 
surrender. Most of the strip's 
residents 
are Arab refugees 


from the Israeli-Arab war of 
1948. 


More than 30 miiles west of 


the strip, the Israeli army 
fanned out from the captured 
key coastal town of El Arish in 
the Sinai Peninsula and seized 
Bir Lachpan to the southeast, 
an army announcement in Tel 
Aviv said.

CANJILON, N.M. (AP) — 


National Guardsmen, bolstered 
by light tanks, machine guns 
and 
nearly 80 law 
officers, 


trudged through hills of north- 
ern New Mexico today in search 
of an armed band of men who 
shot up a rural courthouse. 


The fugitives were identified 


by State Police Chief Joe Black 
as Reies Lopez Tijerina and his 
followers in a long-threatening 
militant move to press claims to 
old Spanish land grant tracts. 


Black said 30 to 40 men led by 


Tijerina were in the forested 
hills around Canjilon. 


They fled Monday after shoot-

A half dozen trucks and more 
than 20 Jeeps were used in the 
search. 


Sheriff Benny Naranjo, one of 


those held as hostages in the 
courthouse, said about 20 men 
led by Tijerina shot their way 
into the building shortly after 
seven other members of Tijeri- 
na's organization appeared be- 
fore District Court Judge James 
Scarborough. 


Free on Bail 


Scarborough, who barricaded 


himself in his chambers during 
the shooting, said the seven men 
were free on bail when they left 
his courtroom after a prelimi- 
nary appearance in connection 
with earlier activities of the Ti- 
jerina group. 


The seven persons who ap- 


peared before the judge, and 
four other members of the Ti 
jerina organization, 
including 


two of his brothers, were arrest- 
ed last weekend as state police 
moved to break up a so-called 
showdown meeting at Coyote on 
the land dispute. 


The most recent Tijerina ac 


tivity involves claims to 600,000 
acres in Rio Arriba County, 
most of it forest land, under an 
old Spanish land grant.

The move was 
made, according to Cairo Radio, 
because "it was proved that the 
United States and Britain have 
taken part in v/ar operations in 
support of the enemy."

The U.S. State Department 


confirmed that Egypt had 
bro- 


ken relations. "We have re- 
ceived an official message from 
our embassy in Cairo that the

J. McCloskey said this after- 
loon. 


Formalities "to make this 


action reciprocal" were expect- 
ed soon, according to McClos- 
\ey. 


While Britain has no relations 


with Egypt — due to the British 
attitude loward Rhodesia's rebel 
regime — Damascus, the capi- 
tal of Svria, and Algiers, the 
capital of Algeria, both made 
the announcements on behalf of 
their governments.

Svetlana Laments for Russia, 
Writes to Children in Article

BOSTON (AP) - Svetlina 


Alliluyeva, the daughter of Jo- 
seph Stalin, has written a la- 
ment for "the Russia I have 
lost, the Russia that has been 
taken from me by cruel fate. 


She wrote the manuscript in 


Switzerland in March—a spo/i 
taneous reaction to reading, for 
the first time, Boris Pasternak's 
"Dr. Zhivago." 


Pasternak's book is an ac- 


count about the conflict between 
the individual and totalitarian 
society in the Soviet Union. 


Mrs. Alliluyeva began her 


writing as a tribute to Paster- 
nak, but as she wrote, her edi- 
tors say, it grew in scope and 
meaning. 


Writes Children 


To her children she wrote: 


"Let them all condemn me— 
and you condemn me as well, if 
that will make things easier for 
you say whatever you like: it 
will only be empty words, and 
they will not hurt me, only do 
not reject me in your hearts my 
children, because you are more 
precious to me than anything in 
the world, my dear ones, and I 
think of you constantly, and I 
pray for you, since nobody here 
prevents me from doing so." 


Mrs. Alliluyeva's account of 


her thoughts and emotions on 
leaving her homeland, her chil- 
dren and her Russian friends 
appears in the June issue of the 
the Atlantic Monthly. 


She was given a copy of Past- 


e r n a k 's 
novel—acclaimed 


around the world but banned in 
the Soviet Union—in Rome, dur- 


ing her trip from India to Swit- 
zerland, where she stayed brief- 
ly before coming to the United 
States. 


Personal Life 


The book, she wrote, proved 


to be "a revelation about my 
own life and about the life of the 
Russia I knew." 


It is also a message to her 


son, Joseph, 22, and daughter, 
Katya, 17, whom she left be- 
hind, and a farewell to her late 
husband, Brajesh Singh. 


"For me," she wrote of the 


book, "it was a quite unexpect- 
ed encounter with Russia at a 
moment when I had just left 
her. The Great Tragedy over- 
whelmed me like a squall of 
rain and snow, like an ava- 
lanche." 


"My darling Katya," she 


wrote to her children, 
"my

"I have left you all alone, my

angered Soviet officials. 


I have had no news of you 


for a long time now, and I do 
not know whether or not you are 
well, and what other things 
have been meted out to you by 
your terrible fate." 


Mrs. Alliluyeva sent the man- 


uscript 
to George 
Kennan, 


former U.S. ambassador to 
Moscow. He described it as "a 
remarkable literary document 
with quite exceptional lyrical 
power" and thought it should be 
published as Mrs. Alliluyeva's 
first writing while in the West.

English by Max Hayward, co- 
translator of "Dr. Zhivago."

Hire Men for Some Jobs Often Held by Women

The ramifications of Title VII 


of the 1964 Civil Rights Act 
become ever more wondrous to 
behold, for now the anti-discrim- 
ination clause is speeding the 
influx of men into office jobs 
traditionally held by women — 
and while the purpose of writing 
"sex" into the clause was to 
protect females in the labor 
market, a side result is turning 
out to be the protection of 
males too.

Green Bay Packers, Inc., at the 
WBAY Auditorium M o n d a y 
night. 


Just back from a week in 


Ireland, Lomb'ardi flashed some 
amazingly "green" figures for 
the Packers? 47th season and 
nearly every total represented a 
new record. 


The highest previous single- 


season profit was $404,730 in 
1964, and'the 1966 figure ex- 
ceeded that total by $443,709. 
The net profit for 1965 was 
$274,919. 


The total operating income for 


1966 was $3,384,923 compared to 
$2,9«,916 in 1965. The 1966 
figure included income of $2,- 
055,870.45 from football games 
and nearly $1,300,000 from tele- 
vision and radio. 


Expenses in 1966 totaled $2,- 


240,891.72 - down slightly from 
the $2,612,761 in 1965. 


Lists 17 Sellouts 


Lombard! revealed that the 


Packers' 20 games in 1966, 
including the 
Packer-Brown 


championship game, drew more 
than one million fans for the 
first time in the club's history. 
Seventeen of the 20 were sell- 
outs, he said. 


Reporting on his eighth season 


at the Packer helm, Lombard} 
said that player salaries repre- 
sented 28.52 per cent of the 
club's expenses but noted, "This 
is as it should be. They are the 
raw material, the workers."

The 
greatest benefit of the study is that it has 
created an awareness among some county 
officials and legislators that problems do 
exist. 


The next step is for county officials, 


under the leadership of Supv. Russell 
DeLaHunt of Kaukauna, health, education 
and institutions committee chairman, to 
convince town government leaders that the 
problems which do exist are serious enough 
to warrant remedial action. Town govern- 
ment officials have the responsibility to be 
at least aware of minimum public health 
standards. Since the State Board of Health

War in f he Middle East 


The outbreak of full scale fighting in 


the Middle East climaxes the failure of both 
United Nations and American policies. To a 
large extent, the new war results from Arab 
realization that the United States is in no 
position either from the standpoint of 
military power or from public opinion at 
home to use force because of its growing 
commitment for the war it has chosen to 
wage in Vietnam. Russia, of course, is eager 
to exploit these circumstances to take the 
character of a friend of the Arab states. 


The United States has grumbled with 


justification over the prompt agreement of 
UN Secretary General U Thant to the 
demand of Egypt's Nasser to pull the UN 
border force out of the troubled area. U 
Thant has replied that the UN had no 
power in its charter to keep the force in 
position, but some form of diplomatic stall 
at least would have delayed the shooting. 


Now, the UN must struggle with the 


form of another cease-fire appeal to both 
sides. The best that can be hoped for is a 
return to the same type of armed truce 
which was in effect before the UN peace- 
keeping force was withdrawn. 


The greatest weakness in the American 


policy which 
has 
evolved 
because of 


Vietnam has been a bogged down commit- 
ment in the contest against Russia and 
China at a place not of our choosing for this 
size of a war. It was only a matter of time 
until the situation would be used by the 
other side. The United States has said that 
freedom of the seas applies to the Gulf of 
Aqaba, but military power is occupied 
elsewhere. 


The Security Council has been able to do 


little except recommend moderation in the 
conflict 
and 
not 
even 
that 
officially. 


Despite the fact that the United States pays 
a heavy share of the UN bills and lip 
service to its support, our government has 


an individual or a county agency with 
enforcement authority so that the laws 
would have teeth. 


We hear so much clamor these days 


from defenders of town government who 
fear their bastions will lose their autonomy. 
Autonomy 
demands responsibility, 
and 


public health is a responsibility towns owe 
to everyone, town residents and beyond.

The United States is not to blame for

But faulty American foreign policies — 


or the absence of any real foreign policy at 
all — has meant that our ability to prevent 
llic outbreak of hostilities has been serious- 
ly curtailed.

Press Reporting Hit

fortable levels, indeed. There 
is no intention here to dis- 
parage the schedule as offer- 
ed, which reaches $26,000 a 
year in some instances. But

_ The thoughtful citizen is not 
likely to complain about the 
comparatively small expendi- 
ture that will be involved in 
paying good salaries to the 
men in the most important 
and sensitive and responsible 
places in the state govern- 
ment. The cost is minute, 
against the risk of a deteriora- 
tion in quality and ability of 
these key men that had be- 
come real and obvious during 


the last several decades when 
governor after governor dis- 
covered to his surprise that it 
was difficult to recruit men of 
the stature he wanted for 
those places. 


Yet there may be some 


skepticism about the variance 
in pay for different depart- 
ment heads. The presumption 
is that to some degree the 
scales have been established in 
a ratio to the size of their 
departments. Yet that is not a 
precise method of measuring 
their importance or the diffi- 
culties of their jobs. Moreover, 
in a couple of instances there 
appears a likelihood of more 
subjective judgment — as in 
estimating the quality of the 
man who happens to hold the 
place now, rather than the 
importance of the office. 


Whether legislators ought to 


gel $9,000 a year is a matter 
of opinion, and opinion obvi- 
ously varies. Yet it is fair to 
note that the new law puts the 
legislators in the lowest classi- 
fication of officer pay. Indeed, 
it appears that the issue arose 
this year not because legisla- 
tors urgently needed a little 
pay boost this year, after 
having received a generous 
raise only two years earlier, 
but because the bureau wanted 
to revise the fulltime pay of 
administrative 
officials who 


are classified with the legisla- 
tors for pay purposes. 


QUESTIONED * 


There may be some reserva- 


tion about the method of pay 
adjustment in the new law — 
the process of proposal by the 
Personnel Bureau, and enact- 
ment by simple vote of the 
legislative committee on fi- 
nance. Perhaps it would be 
more democratic, more con- 
sistent with the idea of repre- 
sentative government, to re- 
quire the roll call of the 
Legislature as a whole on such 
matters. 


Yet it may be said for the 


new system that it works. The 
Legislature h a s 
repeatedly 


demonstrated that it cannot 
gracefully revise its own pay. 
The Legislature has also been 
reluctant to review with rea- 
sonable frequency the salary 
adequacy of high administra- 
tive positions. The result has 
been that some of those statu- 
tory salaries lagged pitifully 
behind,the scales, or in the civ- 
il service proper. When every- 
body else in the system is 
getting pay raises and most of 
them substantially higher, it is 
difficult to quarrel with the 
idea that legislators expect an 
adjustment also.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court Monday barred 
prosecution of householders who 
refused 
to admit municipal 


health, welfare and safety in- 
spectors without a warrant. 


"Except in certain carefully 


defined classes of cases, a 
search of private property with- 
out proper consent is unreason- 
able unless it has been authoriz- 
ed by a valid search warrant," 
Justice Byron R. White said for 
a court divided 6 to 3. 


The same guidelines were 


applied to owners of business 
establishments in a companion 
decision, also voted 6 to 3. 


Justice Tom C. Clark, speak- 


ing for the three dissenters, said 
the decision "jeopardizes the 
health, welfare and safety of 
literally millions of people." 


"But this is not all," Clark 


wrote. 'It prostitutes the com- 
mand of the Fourth Amendment 
that 'no warrant shall issue, but 
upon probable cause' and sets 
up in the health and safety 
codes area inspection a new 
fangled "warrant system" that 
is entirely foreign to Fourth 
Amendment standards."
